Alfalfa With Wheat Proves Timely Crop. 


The strongest argument yet disclosed on the advantages 
received from planting alfalfa and timothty in sections suited 
to alfalfa, instead of clover with wheat each fall, is brought out 
vividly in the very scant crop of clover hay that is being har­ 
vested this year. True, the present clover crop is small because 
of the freezing weather of early spring, but at the same time it is 
shown in all localities that the alfalfa readily withstood the cold 
snap and is producing a maximum crop in a lean hay year. 


Those farmers who have adopted the alfalfa-timothy- 
wheat planting program, from last fall's seeding will reap one 
fine crop of hay in late summer following the wheat harvest, 
and are assured of three more cuttings next year. 
Those 
who followed this scheme, as recommended highly by the Penn­ 
sylvania State College agricultural extension crop specialists, 
in their planting of the preceeding year, have already made 
their first of three bumper alfalfa harvests. 
Needless to say, 
they are on top of the heap this year when hay will be unex­ 
pectedly scarce and bring comparatively good prices. The 
clover farmer will be hard hit, but it is pointed out that it is

He was sent back as a spare 
pilot to the general reserve headquar­ 
ters on August 1G, 1915, to await as­ 
signment to another escadrille. 


Twelve days later he injured his leg 
in an accident, but recovered and was 
sent back to the front Sept. 11, 1915, 
with the Farman escadrille No. 55.

Addressing the American Institute of Bank at Minneapolis. 
June 16, Francis H. Sisson, vice-president of the Guaranty 
Trust Company, of New York, said that the foundation for a 
revival of business was being soundly laid. 


"Notwithstanding that there, is still considerable 'frozen' 
credit in this country," Mr. Sisson said, "the principal eco­ 
nomic problem is not the credit situation, although many, espe­ 
cially in agricultural districts, appear to think so. The chief 
obstacle to a general revival of business is the difficulty of 
developing an adequate demand for goods. 


"Superficial consideration of that problem would suggest 
that the solution would lie wholly in the readjustment of 
prices. But lower prices in many lines have not aided mater­ 
ially in stimulating buying. 
As a matter of fact, in some in­ 
stances, paradoxical though it may seem, the lower the price 
the less buying there has been. 
This curious antithesis has 
been due to the belief generally entertained that practically all 
commodity prices were certain to recede even more than they 
have, which has tended, naturally, to prolong the buyers' 
Btrike. 


"It would be well, however, for the public to study recent 
price trends and their underlying factors, for many significant 
developments are occurring. For instance, the wholesale prices 
of several basic commodities, namely, Wheat, corn cotton, sugar, 
rubber, copper, lead, pig iron t petroleum and timber, increased 
2 1-2 per cent last month. 
That advance marked the end of a 
steady decline in the'prices of these commodities from their 
peak, on June 1, 1920, which represented a fall of more than 
64 per cent. 


"While there is great unevenness in price levels and some 
commodities must undergo further liquidation, it is equally true 
that other prices have depreciated too much and are now be­ 
ginning to ascend to their rightful level. It is essential for the 
public to realize that the turn has arrived in the prices of some 
commodities. 


"Many buyers seem to be pursuing a hand-to-mouth pur­ 
chasing policy in the hope that prices generally will recede to 
t h e pre-war level. 
Apparently they fail to understand that 
it is of little consequence at what level prices are stabilized— 
Bo long as they are stabilized, which is the important object. 
'And stabilization will come when there is proper adjustment 
of various commodity prices one to another and between costs 
bf production and distribution of commodities and their prices 
jto consumers."—Coal Age.

Butterscotch Sauce.—Put Into a dou­ 
ble boiler, set over boiling water, one 
cupful of cream, one cupful of sugar, 
one cupful of dark corn sirup, mix 
thoroughly and let cook over boiling 
water for one hour; then beat in one 
dessertspoonful of butter and one-half 
teaspnonful of vanilla extract.

Delicate 
Frozen 
Dish.—Heat 
a 
pint of cream, remove from the fire 
and add one-half cupful »f sugar and 
a teaspoonful of vanilla; ftlr until the 
sugar is dissolved, then freeze. 
Cook 
one-half cupful of sugar with water 
t» dissolve until It spins a 
thread, 
pour over a beaten egg white and beat 
briskly until cold. 
When the cream 
ls partly frozen, open the can. scrape 
down the sides and turn in the frost­ 
ing. 
Repack and stir until 
fmzen. 
Serve with a thick hot maple sar.ee. 
flavored 
with vanilla, and add caopped 
wainuts. 
Serve hot over the crean.
